The Minister uf Agriculture, Baron 
von 1 litnierstein- LoxtLMi, in the Prussian 
diet, to-day, replying to questions on the 
puliji'i-t, iiKserted tliat the government 
was doing all that .vas possible to re- 
lieve the agricultural depression. He 
added that it ha<l endeavored to efiect 
an increase in silver, hut, he explained, 
it had always been confronted by the 
opposition of those states whose co- 
ojieration was admittedly essential in 
ordi^rto bring about the object in view. 

l(-i,s reported that Germany has or- 
dered V2 torpedo destroyers from 
Thornycroft & Co., the British ship 
builders.

A Berlin <lesimtch to tiie Times .says:

Jt is to be lioped 
Chancellor von Ifolienlohe will soon 
make oublic an announcement on the 
subject." 

.Seiior Florelli, the Italian archo'ol- 
ugist, is dead. 

A semi-oflicialanuounceinent has been 
given out at St. Petersburg that the re- 
ports that a partition of Turkey is con- 
tem)>lated or that an alliance has been 
formed between Russia and Turkey are 
absolutely unfounded. It is, liowever, 
generally believed in Constantinople that 
a tacit entente exists between Russia 
and Turkey, hy whose tertns Ku.ssin. has 
cnj.'!iged \o siippoft Turkey in certain 
events, such as the pa.sstige of the Dar- 
danelles by a Britisli licet. On the 
other side it is uiiderHtood that Turkey 
has agreed to iierriiil Uussia to occupy 
and i>ai-ify .\riiienia. The position of 
I'raiice in regard tu the unilerstaiid ing 
between Russia and Turkey is niticli clis- 
cnssed here, and it is thought in certain 
circles that the republic will be i:oii- 
strained to sejiarate lierself from liiissia, 
as the latter's politw is held to be op- 
posed to French interests. 

The Constantinople correspondent to 
the Times says that although no definite 
agreement exists for the immediate or 
proximate Ru.ssian occupation of Ar- 
menia, " it is certain there is a private 
iinihu-standiiig between Russia and the 
Sultan which gives the Sultan con lidtince 
in iJnsyian friendslu]) and disposes him 
to con form to Jlnssiiiii advice in matters 
of foreign policy." 

A disjiatch from I'.orlin to the Times 
BiiyH a senii-ollicial statement has been 
jiuhliahcd warning President Crei-ijio of 
Venezuela that he cannot count on the 
help of the Ciiiteil Slates to enable him 
to shirk his obligations supposing tJer- 
iiiany takes measures to enforce the jiay- 
meiitof the railroad claim. The Mon- 
roe doctrine may, perhaps, be applied to 
territorial disputes, the statement says, 
hut it cannot be invoked to protect de- 
faulting debtors against the claiina of 
Kiiropeati states. Germany's claim 
against Venezuela is in connection with 
the coiiHtruction ofillie great Venezuela 
railwiiv l>y German capitalists. 

The linaneial article in the Daily Xows 
this morning stiys : "The White Star 
line steaiiisiiip ^Majestic, wliich sails for 
New York on I'ridav friini ( Jneeii.sluwn, 
will take $2,.500,00() in gold toXew York.

Sydney, O.B., Jan. 29.— (Special)— 
Notwithstanding the bitter cold snap 
which prevails, the thermometer 8t8nd- 
ing seven below zero this morning, 
Royal Albert hall, at North Sydney, was 
crowded this afternoon to listen to Sir 
Cliarles Tapper's address. William Pur- 
vis, for ten years mayor of the town, 
presided, and Rev. Isaac Murray, D.D. ; 
Rev. D. McMillan, Rev. G. Lane, Rev. 
:Mr. Abbott and other Protestant clergy- 
men and citizens occupied the platform. 
A large number of Liberals were present 
and several times interrupted tbe speak- 
ers with applause for Mr.Murrayand Mr. 
Laurier, which Sir Chai lea turned to ex- 
cellent account. 

When thus interrupted, while (juoting 
(igures showing the great development 
of the coal industry under the National 
Policy, Sir Charles suggested that un- 
Iialat'alile as the facts were to the 
Liberals, ho did not think they would 
improve Mr. Murrav5}.s iirospccts by re- 
fusing to hear the trutli. At another 
time, when Mr. Laurier's name was ap- 
plauded, Sir Charles Kaid he was glad to 
see the Liberal leader cheered, for if his 
constitutional principles were only as 
sound as he was eloquent, ho would be a 
very valuable public man. Sir Charles 
quoted figures showing that the ahippina 
tonnage entering Sydney harbor last year 
wiis greater than that at Halifax. 

Kejilying to what he described as the 
vile personal attacks upon himself, he 
said he could quote higher and better 
authority for the statement that Mr. 
Laurier was a traitor to the British 
crown, than his enomioB could give for 
the scandalous personal attacks made 
upon him. He quoted the New York 
Sun of the Kith instant, whicli spoke of 
"Sir Wilfred Laurier," the Liberal lead- 
er, as an ardent annexationist. Sir 
Cliarles said he did not believe 
this. He believeii Mr. Laurier to 
be a loyal man, and he only 
quoted this because of the unfair 
and mean attacks the opposition were 
making against him. The dragging of 
the disembodied spirits of these dead 
and buried old scandals would, how- 
ever, only recoil on the heads of the 
man and the jiarty wlio engaged in that 
kind of warfare as they had acted as a 
boomerang in the past. 

Messrs. Mclsaac and Devlin spoke at 
Bras d'Or this afternoon, at Sydney 
mines this evening. Mr. Mclsaac dealt 
with the school (juestion. As lie has 
already committed himself to the reme- 
dial order in .Intigonish, he contented 
himself with merely " explaining " Mr. 
l>auricr's stand, lie was of the opinion 
that Sir Charles Tapper was acting in a 
cowardly manner in coming to Capo 
15reton.' He had chosen the safest Tory 
constituency in Canada outside of a hive. 
Was this the act of a courageous leader 
who was being put forth to re-unite the 
party? Mr. Devlin reviewed the aean- 
d^ls, etc., which the Libeials alleged 
against the Conservative party. 

Hon. D. C. li'raser talked free trade to 
the electors of GabaruB and Louisburg 
in the afternoon and evening, and relat- 
ed stories, which he makes do duty in 
lieu of a definite policy on leading ques- 
tions.

Some progress 
was made with the bill, and it was de- 
cided to consider it again on Saturday. 
The bill, it is rumored, creates a Catho- 
lic board of public instruction, as form- 
erly existed in the province ; restores 
Catholic denominational schools, and 
provideB that Catholics supporting such 
schools shall be exempt from paying 
public school taxes. No separate school 
district shiill, it is understood, be consti- 
tuted as such unless ten Catholic rate- 
payor.s petition therefor. 

The Sliortis case was under discussion 
in the house this afternoon. lion. Mr. 
Dickey deprecated pre-judging the case 
until all the papers were down. 

iMr. jMcLen nan's bill to protect em- 
ployes on public works received consid- 
able support in the house to-night and 
was referred to committee. 

Hon. ]\L-. Costigau informed Mr Mar- 
tin that the British Columbia canncrs 
would be allowed to fish with pound 
nets in Boundary bay at the_ mouth of 
the Fraser river. This permission had 
been granted in order to place Canadian 
fishermen on a footing of equality with 
their neighbors at Point Roberts.

MYSTERIOUS MEDICAL MEDIUM. 

A Viennese Scientist Hakes Some Impor- 
tant Discoveries in Connection With 
the Internal Organs. 

Vienna, Jan. 29. — A further distinct 
advance in the new " Photograpa " of 
Professor Pontgen was scored to-day, 
when Dr. Neusser, professor of medicine 
in the Vienna university, showed, by 
means of the Crooke's tube, the presence 
and position of calcareous substances 
in tbe bladder, liver and kidneys of a 
subject. The success of Dr. Neiiaser'.s 
experiment indicates the jirobable great 
value of the discovery to medicine as 
well as to surgery and metallurgy. The 
nature of tbe strange medium, whicli is 
neither light nor electricity, is Still a 
mystery. 

NEWFOUNDLAND'S DISTRESS. 

Hundreds of People Starving and Without 
Fuel-^An Outbreak of the Suffer- 
ers Feared. 

St. Johns, Nfld., Jan. 29.— (Special)— 
The abject misery of the people cannot 
be exaggerated. Hundreds are starving 
and without fuel, while severe snow 
slornis are raging. The authorities ap- 
pear to be powerless to aflbrd relief. 
The uuemiiloyed are quiet, but" it is 
feared that they will not remain passive 
much longer. A petition for work is_ 
being numerously signed. 

A petition from the' unemployed re- 
questing work or bread was presented to 
Governor Murray last night and work 
was begun in the city, nearly two hun- 
dred men being employed in cleaning 
the streets of the snow accumulated 
after recent storms. Dispatches to the 
local papers from Fortune Bay Ray such 
poverty was never seen before and it Is 
liard to tell what the end will be. ]'"rom 
a knowledge of the condition of the peo- 
ple there and ibc conscqiioH of the fail- 
ure of the herring fisheries, it ia well 
known in this city that these state- 
nienlH are in no wise exaggerated. 

The l'"rench cable steamer Pouyer 
Quertier, which was driven ashore at St. 
Pierre, was safely towed here to-day by 
the steamer Windsor Lake, occupying 
three weeks on the journey. The tow- 
ing company will get ^20,000 and tlie 
cost of the repairs is estimated at ifSO,-

Tlu! freezing of the narrows and part 
of tlie Lower Arrow lake last w(;ek |)rac- 
tically cut od' for a Ihiie all eommunica- 
tion between the main line of the C.P.K. 
and the Lower Kootenay eountij. This 
water route can never bo entirely de- 
pended on, as during severe winters un- 
interrupted communication would be 
impossible. The New Denver Ledge 
advocates, as a solution of the difTiculty, 
the immediate oonstruction of a railu uy 
from the G. & K. branch up the Slocan 
river to Slocan lake; presumably to con- 
nect with the NakuBp ("i.

The shortest and most direct route from

roads.

(Juite ;i k'nnthy meeting of the Coun- 
cil of tliu liritiBh Colunibiii Board of 
Tnidewas hold yesterday nionuiij:, there 
heiiij^ in idteiidimce Tresideiit D. li. 
Ker, Secretary F. Elvvorthy, Dr. Milne, 
Captain John Irving, T. S. Futcher, 
Joshua Davies, A. G. Flumerfelt, T. B. 
Pearson, A. H. Scaife and H. Ohapman, 
A comprehenBive report from the com- 
mittee appointed to collect information 
on the proposed short steamboat route 
to the upper Yukon was read by the 
secretary, in which were pointed out the 
advantages to bo derived from a good 
service, and ' it was urged that the mat- 
ter be brought before the Provincial and 
Dominion governments as soon as pos- 
sible. Accompanying theiciiurta letter 
from Captain William Moore was aub- 
mitted, showing the requirements of the 
route, and also making some excellent 
recom niendations. 

All these Mr. Davit's considt^rud could 
not be iiite]lii.'ently understood at once. 
Ho fully realized their importance ami 
believed the committee i|uite competent 
to deal with them. Action should ho 
taken inniUMliatcly by hiinging the 
matter vifri ii ouhI y before huth [govern- 
ments so that soiiiL'tliinf: <'t)uld bi' doni' 
towards the cstablislmient of the Yukon 
service this sunnner. Tliis view waa 
also taken by Mr. Chapman. 

Dr. jNIilne spoke of the value of the 
trade, which is now approximatelv 
put down at $150,000. He thought tha"t 
the recommendations of the report which 
be had helped prepare could be feasibly 
carried out, una that the difficulties met 
with in securing the roiiiurcd siMvice 
would be lew. 

As to tlie suggestion made in the re- 
liort that the proposed now line be siib- 
siilized, Mr. .Scaife wantcil to know why 
a bonus should l)e sought when it wa.s 
conceded that the enterjjrise would 
bring in immense profits to its promot- 
ers. To this the chair replied that a 
bonus would be the means of securing 
capital for the investment. Mr. Scaifo 
held that the report alioidd receive full 
publicity, and that a map shoulil appear 
with it. In this way the whole schenio 
coxild be laid clearly befora the public. 

Such a publication Dr. Milne, too, be- 
lieved would be effective, and copies of 
the publication might with advantage be 
forwarded to members of the legislature 
here and of the House of Commons. 

Mr. ( tustav Leiser agreed that the im- 
portance of the Yukon trade waa very 
great, and believed also that the time 
now al tlu^ disposal of the board for 
looking after it was very inadetiuate. 
Personally he did not believe the pro- 
vincial gfivernment would do anything 
towards the scheme in (|uestiori this 
year. With the present service he 
thought all thatsiiould be done would be 
to establisii steamboat transportation to 
the headwaters of the Yukon. He was 
of the opinion that a small steamer 
could now be sent in through the Lynn 
canal without much trouble. Upon re- 
flection he believed the value of tlie furs 
annually exjiorted from the Yukon in- 
stead of rcachin<; liundredsof thousands 
reached millions. Mr. Leiser sufigesteil 
that the rejjort be referred back to the 
eonunittee lor elaboration in view of tlie 
publicity it was ])ro|3osed to give it, ami 
in tliis he voiced the oijinions of the 
other coninutteenien who had helped to 
prepare it. 

In aiiswer tf> Mr. .Scaife's objections to 
the undignified course of askiiifz a bonus, 
Mr. Davies spoke of the exjieiise a com- 
pany would necessarily be lit in the es- 
tablishmcnt of a steamboat service on 
the Yukon. Trade would have to be 
created as well as developed, and when 
this was done, according to precedents, 
competition would enter the field. For 
til is reason he believed in a bonus for 
the inaugurating service. 

After further discussion the motion to 
refer the report back to the conimittei; 
for amemlnient was adonted, Mr. 
Ifelnicken being added to the commit- 
tee. Mr. Helmckeii Ijeing present prom - 
ise<l to do what be could for the board. 

A report from the committee of the 
Society of Comparative Legislation was 
read and ordered to be forwarded to the 
Law Society. Mr. Strong wrote for in- 
formation regarding the establishment 
of a broom factory in Victoria or Van- 
couver, and the letter was referred to 
the committee on manufantures. The 
chairman mentioned :dso that he bad 
received . I telct,'ram from Mr. William 
Kone, lit N'anccniver, statiiii.' thai the 
latter had v.'ired 1 Ion. ( 1 . 1 'riui-, a I 
Ottawa, to iiress cotton net lines on tho 
free list, .md that lie bad .■^enl another 
telegram tn the same ell'ectto i\Ir. J'rior. 
This acticin was aiijiroved, and a letter 
from Cliiet Justice Davie inclo.-jing his 
resignation as a member of the board 
was accepted. 

After Mr. l.idser had g|)okeii iiriefly of 
the necessity of a life-saving station on 
the southwest coast of Vancouver Island, 
the matter of holding the board'sannual 
banquet was discussed, but nothing de- 
finite was determined, the subject being 
left over for the next meeting of the 
council. 

President Ker .suggested that tin; 
boai'd's reading rooms lie ojiened to 
members of the legislature, and the sug- 
gestion being favorably (Considered the 
sei-retary was instructed to extend invi- 
tations. .Another letter of resiimalioii 
was read from Mr. Robert 1 rving, after 
which Mr. 13. W. Pearse was a])pointed 
to till the vacancy in tho membership of 
the (council caused through tho absence 
of Mr. A. D. Gray. 

In bringing the Carnianali Point tele- 
graph trouble before the meeting the 
Chair explained that he had received 
a letter from Mr. James Wilson, super- 
intendent of the O.P.B. service, object- 
ing to his (President Ker's) published 
statements relative to tho unsatisfaidory 
service provided. He acknowledgetl 
the justice oi the <'oiiiplaint, but ex- 
pressed inability to licep the line in 
good rejiair as it now stands. lie he- 
lieveil an improved service could be 
given if the wire was run by way of 
Alberni canal and Cajie Beale. Mr. 
Wilson promised in the letter referred 
to to attend a meeting of the council in

THE SONG H EES RESERVE. 

We arc ]iloiist,Hl to .seo tlitit thf muttor 
of the Soiighces Reserve lias iilready 
been brought to the notice of the Legis- 
lative Assembly. This is a subject of 
the utmost importance to the citizens of 
Victoria. Tlie occupation of lliftt very 
valuable piece of land witliiii the city'.s 
bounds by a tribe of IndiaiiH who will 
not use H as it ought to be used, and 
cannot dispose of it to those who can so 
use it, has been and will continue to be 
a great drawbaclc to the city. 
It requires no reasoning to prove that it 
is to the interest of all concerned, in- 
cluding the Indians themselves, that 
they he removed with the least possible 
delay and the land matle availaljle for 
the use and advant:ige of the citizens of 
Victoria. It is evident that the Pro- 
vincial Government is of this opinion, 
for the Order-in-Council published in 
yesterday's issue shows that they have 
done what •Jioy could iluriiif; the recess 
to eOect the removal of the 
Indians. The .scheme outlined 
in that document appears fair to 
tlie Intlians and not too burdensome to 
the Province. It gives the Indians full 
value for their improvements and pro- 
vides generously for theirsettlement in a 
part of the district much better suited to 
them in every way than the imrlieti.s of 
the city of Victoria. 

Mr. Harry Ilelmcken's excellent reso- 
lution aims at effecting the same object 
in perhaps a slightly different way. It 
is more than likely that a settlement 
efTected by either of the schemes would 
be equally satisfactory to the citizens of 
Victoria and to thi: inhabitants of the 
Province c n e r a 1 1 y . 

But there is an obstacle in the way of 
the immediate settlement of this matter 
that cannot be easily surmounted. 
There is a dispute about the ownershi]) 
of the land. It is evident that the In- 
diana have the use and occupation of it 
as long as there i.s a nuMubei- <jf the tribe 
to the fore. lint if they <_'ive up their 
right to it wlio is the owner of it?— to 
whom does the fee simple of the land 
revert? Tlie Provincial authorities 
claim that it will belong to theProvincc, 
the Federal Government assert that the 
Dominion will then he tlie owner of the 
hiiul. We <lo not think that llierc oiiL'ht 
to be a long ilispute about this. The 
circumstances are i)ecnliar. It is net 
often that there is an Inditin reserve 
within the bounds of a growing city. 
There can be no doubt that the land is 
valuable, because it is so situated, iuid it 
is equally doubtless that the t'lihaiiced 
Vidue has been given to the himl by the 
entori)riHe anil the industry ol the ptd- 
ple of the Province. When these 
facts are taken into consideration wo 
think that the Dominion Government 
should not be very tenacious of any 
technical right they may have to 
the Eeserve. They will of course 
see that justice is done to the Indians, 
but that purpose ell'ected to tlieir .satis- 
faction they should, we think, waive 
any right that they may possess in hivor 
of the Province. We do not know 
whether they posBesa any right at all to 
the land after the Indians give it up ; 
that is a leeal question which we pre- 
sume the courts must settle ; hut we 
trust that in the whole i)ro;:eeding they 
will pay more regard to the e(|uities of 
tiie case than to its ijurely legal aspect. 

J f the Provincial authorities and the In- 
diana can come to an understanding as to 
the removal, the Dominion Government 
ahould not stand in the way of a speedy 
settlement. And wc understand that if 
it were left to them the Indians would 
soon bo comfortably settled in a jilace 
where they could live happier and better 
lives than they do on the present re- 
serve, and the laud now useless and an 



eyesore would be made to contribute to 
the progress ot the city and would add 

to its beauty. 

.1 CLEVER DEVICE. 

AVe are not in the leiist siiriuised to 
find that the Liberals hiivo unanimously 
agreed in caucus to atmid up for a Coni- 
tnission of Inquiry on the Manitoba 
school question. The attitude of seekers 
after knowledge is the most politic one 
they could assume. It gives them an 
exceedingly plausible excuse to refrain 
from committing themselves ou the 
school question. How unreusonable to 
ask thorn to decide upon a question 
about which they know next tonothiug! 
Wait until they got sufficient informa- 
tion on which to form an intelligent 
opinion, and then they will spank out 
and say distinctly which side they are 
on and what they propose to do. 

Nearly all the Liberal members are in 
a very ticklish position on the school 
question, and this demand for a Com- 
mission removes their diflaculties. To 
use a common but very significant 
phrase, it " lets tliein out." It gives 
tbeni time. It affords them a Hpeeioiis 
pretext to be non-committal during the 
coining election campaign, and 'no one 
better than the Leader of tlic Opposition 
realizes the advantages of being in a po- 
sition in which it is not necessary to 
speak outdefi'iitely and decisively. 

Tlie Liberals are wise in their genera- 
tion in uniting in a demaiul for a 
Coinniission at this ijarticular time. 
Tlio Government are cominitted to a 
ilelinite policy on the Manitoba school 
question. They hare decided that the 
Manitoba minority have a grievance and 
that it is their duty, as it is their inten- 
tion, to lind a remedy for that grievance. 
The Opposition have not committed 
themselves to any polit'V on tiiat very 
important ijuestioii, Thoy don't know 
enough about the facts to enable them 
to come to a decision. They are conse- 
quently free to sympathize with the 
aggrieved minority and to give aid and 
comfort to the men who :ire 
crying out against "coercion." The 
clever men amonj^ I hem can 
by being judiciously reticent and con- 
veniently ambiguous, when they do 
speak on the iiuesUon lead each elector 
to believe that they would support the 
side which he favors. And then, too, it 
gives Liberals professing to hold totally 
different views on the school (luestion op- 
portunities to run their clcction.H ;is sup- 
porters of the jion-conunittiil Leader 
Theie were instances of the advantages 
of the non-committal attitude during the 
late bye-elections. A supporter of Mr. 
Laurier contested the election in Vic- 
toria as an out-and-out non-interference 
man, while another supporter of the 
Liberal Leader ran the election in .Mon- 
treal Centre as an advocate for the re- 
storation of separate schools in Mani- 
tobd. 

For election purposes tliere is no pol- 
icy like the non-committal policy, and 

the Liberals, from the cleverest to the 
stupidest, know it well. .Viid lliis is 
why they have to a man iidoj>ted it. It 
gives them time, and time in this cam 
paign is what they most want. 

There are very few indeed on either 
side who believe that an inquiry into tlie 
facts of tlie Manitoba school question is 
really needed. That question has been 
so comiiletely threshed out in the courts 
of law, on the platform, in the legisia 
turo and in the press, that there is not a 
grain of fact that is really new to be ob 
tained by a year's incjuiry. It seems to 
us that it would be almost as reasonable 
to appoint a commission to ini]uire as to 
whether two and two make fotir, as to 
set one to work to glean fresh iiiforina- 
lion on the Manitoba school ([iiestion 

This demand for a Cominissioii is 
plainly a device to gain time to tide over 
the general election that we are surpris 
ed that the Liberals have tlie face to ask 
for it. It is to be hoped that tliere i 
abilit}' enough and iiigennily enough on 
the Conservative' side of the House of 
ComiiKiiis h) expose tlu? trick and to 
force the Leader of the Liberals and his 
lieiilc nantH to declare themselves on the 
i|nesiion in such a way that there can be 
no mistake as to the side they severally 
lake. Laurier and his forces must be 
driven out of Tcjrres Vedras.

It ia simple fact that the Sul- 
tan has staked liis all in an effort to con- 
vince Europe that the talknVjout reforms 
is nonsense, that there is no such need 
among the Armenians, and to that end 
has endorsed, if he has not initi- 
ated, a course designed to prac- 
tically wipe oat the race. To kill 
two millions of people in cold blood 
would tax even 'TurKiBh and Kurdish 
arms. But to kill breadwinners by the 
thousantl and then leave other thousands 
dependent upon them to die of starva- 
tion and cohl is easy. 

lUit it is not only the Armenians that 
are sulferiiig. .Vs noble a band of men 
iiid women as ever honored the bitterest 
crisis in American history are standing 
in the breach in the various cities of 
Asiatic Turkey. They know the truth, 
and for fear lest tiiey shall tell the truth 
iiid expose the evil that they see all 
ibout them the Turkish government is 
doing its best to get rid of tliem. It has 
demanded their withdrawal, and when 
they refused to come and leave the small 
remnant of Christians who looked to 
them to their fate, it seeks by every 
means to disciedit them and to convince 
this government that it cannot i)rotect 
them. It can protect them, and it will, 
if it feels that it ni list.

Mrs, Matilda Levy is applying to the 
courts lor a judicial sejiaration from her 
husband, .loseph Levy, of this city, and 
asking for alimony and the custody of 
their threo children, alleging as the 
grounds of her petition cruelty on the 
part of her husband. Yesterday an ap- 
plication was to have been made in 
chambers by Mr. J. I'. Walls on behalf 
of the respondent Joseph Levy, to strike 
out certain paragraphs of the petition on 
the ground that they wore embarrassing 
and calculated to prevent a fair trial of 
the action. Mr. J. A. Aikman appeared 
for the petitioner. 

Chief Justice Davie, before whom 
counsel ajjpeared, refused to hear the 
application, giving as ids reason that 
there being doubts as to whether the 
courts of British Columbia have the 
right to hear divorce cases, he preferred 
not to deal with any motions under the 
divorce act till these questions of juris- 
diction shall have been deteriiiineil. 

J5ritisli Columbia has since confedera- 
tion continued to exercise the right of 
granting divorces, but there has been a 
divergence of opinion amoni: the judges 
of the Sniireme court as to the power of 
the province to adjudicate in such cases. 
The situation is succinctly set forth in 
" Ceiiuuill on Divorce " as follows: 

" After the union of the two colonies 
of Vaucouvor Island and the ^lainlaiid 
of British Cidumbia an ordinance, dated 
March 0, 1HI)7, and passed by the legis- 
lature of British Columbia, enacted that 
the civil and criminal laws of England, 
as the same existed on the 19th Novem- 
ber 1858, and so far as the same from lo- 
cal circumstances were not inap- 
])licahle were and should be in 
force in all parts of British Columbia 
save so far as they were modified by 
legislation on the subject between 1858 
and ISli"," 

Under this ordinanre jurisdiction to 
exercise all llie rights and powers gi\-en 
under the JOiiglish divorce act, 20 and 21 
Vie., cap. H5 (1857), has been assumed 
by the Supreme court of British Colum- 
bia, but crave doubts have from time to 
time been ex))ressed us to its rights to do 
so. 

The subject was argued in 1877 in the 
case of S. v. S., wliieli was a suit for 
nullity of marriage, and exhaustive 
judgments were rendered, the majority 
of tlie judges holding that the Supreme 
court of British Columbia has in British 
Columbia all the jurisdiction conferred 
on tlie " court for divorce and niatri- 
moniid causes" in England. The hue 
Chief Justice, Sir .^^althe^v Bepbie, dis- 
siiiited, iiiiil said that he thought parts 
of the act were inapplicable to British 
Columbia and were never intended to 
)je applicable. 

He held that when the English act 
came into existence all matters relating 
to inatrinioiiial causes were to be dealt 
with under that act by a court coin jiosed 
not of judges appointed thereto by t he 
crown, but of ex-ollicio personages 
selected not liy the crown but by the act 
its(df from live other district courts, and 
that a suit for nullity could only be 
heard before three of these judges. I le 
was of opinion that that was a court of 
entirely distinct formation from the 
then court of British Columbia, presided 
over by a single judge appointed directly 
by the crown, and if the legislature of 
liritish (Columbia bad even in 185!) or 
181)11 expressly con fcrrcd upon the court 
here jiirisdii'tion in mat l iiiionial causes 
under that act, that grant of JnrisdicI ion 
would not have extended to confer 
power to hear piMitioiis iit nullity, 
which by the act itself were to be heard 
before llirei; judges, lie thought that 
the C()urt now has no more than 
the jui isdictioii (•oiiferred on it in 18C>'.I, 
and that the siibsetpient incidental 
alteration by the l''ederal governimuit of 
the iiuiiiiier of judges tn thriM' could 
not augment the heads of jurisdiction so 
as to include questions of divorce. He 
was therefore of opinion that the court 
had no authority to hear the iietition for 
nullity or to make any order thereon. 

The late Mr. Justice Gray on the 
other hand was of opinion that the 
k^gislative adoption by ISritish (Vjlumliia 
ill March ISli? of the hhiglisli law as it 
existed in England on the Kith of 
November 1858, did not necessitate the

.1 ustii'c Crease agreed with the view of 
the matter taken by his colleague, the 
late Mr. .lustice (J ray. 

In regard to the case cited above, a 
note is appended to the chapter on 
Divorce and INIatriinonial Causes, in the 
draft of the Revised Statutes now be- 
fore the legislature, stating: 

" In view of the fact that in the case 
belore cited the court liad not the advan- 
tage of argument against the applicabil- 
ity of the act, the petition for nullity of 
marriage not having been opposed, the 
deoision delivered cannot be held to be a 
final determination of the question of 
the application or non-application 
of the statutes to this province; and it 
is submitted that the whole matter 
should, before these statutes are finally 
incorpurated into the revised statutes, 
be referred, under the Supreme court 
reference act, to the full court for de- 
cision." 

In the meantime it is expected that 
Mr. Walls will bring his application be- 
fore another judge of theSupreme court, 
to-day if possible.

Wednesday, Jan. 29, 1890. 

At 2:15 o'clock, the Speaker beiii<; 
absent through indisposition, Mr. Booth 
took the chair on motion of Hon. Mr. 
Turner seconded by Mr. Semlin. 

Prayers by ^tev. 0. M. Tait. 

Mr. KeIiLie introduced a bill respect- 
ing wages. Rend a first time. 

Hon. Mr. Tuknkii moved u i-esolution 
to pci'init, the house to go into coiniuit- 
tee of sa)iply on Friday. Agreed to. 

Hon. Cui.^ Bakgk introduced a bill to 
amend tlio public school dct. Bead a 
lirat time. 

Tlio liousc went into committee on tlie 
replevin net amendment bill, Mi'. Hume 
in the chair. Reported comj)lete with 
amendments. 

THE CONSOLIDATED STATUTES. 

Mb. Ebeuts called attention to the 
large number of billH he had inti-oihieetl 
based upon the first report of the com- 
missioner on the revision of tliu atatutes, 
and to which he invited attention, the 
amendments being indicated by italics 
in 'the 'report.' With reference to the 
municipalities act be asked that every- 
one having an amendment to suggest 
shall bring it forward at this session, eo 
that the commissioner may be inforuie<l 
as to the wishes of the legislature on 
the various points touched upon. The 
bill reapectinf; imprisonment for debt 
provides a rt.uuedy for a very serious evil 
permitted by the law at ])resent, where- 
by a man ai;aiiist whom a judgment has 
been obtained and who cannot pay it 
may be iinprisoneil for years. He asked 
the' legislature to say wliether or not the 
acts as revised should be introduced in 
tlie house one Ijy one, as he had done 
witii tliose on tlio order paper no^ , or 
whether the Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
Council should be given authority to 
proclaim the revised acts in force, as 
they were prepared from time to time 
tluriny; the recess. 

Du. WALKE.M asked that the commis- 
sion issued to the Chief Justice be laid 
before the house. 

Mit. Kitchen considered that the 
house should have time to think over 
this proposition. For himself he thought 
the house should discuss every one of 
the revisetl acts before they go into 
force. 

Mu. Williams was of the same opin- 
ion, however much coiilidenco he might 
have in the legal ability aii'l integrity of 
the commissioner. He pointed out that 
the work being done is a great deal more 
than the consolidation of existing law, 
many new provisions being introduced. 

JIoN. CoL. Uakkh tliought it would bt^ 
a duplication of work for the house to 
revise one by one the hundreds of acts 
revised by the commissioner. 

Ma. Cotton- thought it would be an 
interminable job for the house to under- 
take to consider all the bills to be re- 
vised, in the ordinary wav, in house and 
in committee, and that the result could 
only be confusion. He rather favored 
the suggestion of the Attorney-t Jeneral 
that the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Ooun- 
cil should be empowered to proclaim the 
revised statutes. 

jNIu. CiiiAiiAM cited some of the changes 
in the new act relating to animals run- 
ning at large, to show the desirability of 
hearing from the legislature before the 
revision takes ell'ect. He strongly ob- 
jected to some of these new provisions, 
which would work serious injury to 
stockmen. 

Mk. Williams, after further discus- 
sion, pointed out that the consolidation 
is not to be completed until 1898, and he 
suggested that without going into the 
revision generally the house should act 
upon the advice of the commissioner 
and take up the few special acts he men- 
tioned as desirable to go into eflect at 
once. 

Jlii. Hklmckicn tiKJUglit it the duty of 
the house to so fur at least revise" the 
work of the conimisaioner as to a.ssure 
itself that the revised acts wl'ii-h he has 
presented do not exceed tlie authority 
I)roposed to be (conferred on him ijy the 
statute of last session, which says; 

•* The aaid commissioner or cominis- 
.-aioners shall be and they are hereby 
fully authorized and empowered to jiio- 
paro and arrange for publication the 
said new edition of the laws of British 
■Columbia and statut(: law of England 
.applicable as aforesaid, . . , and to 
revise and alter the language thereof, 
not so as to change the sense, but so as 
to L'ive better eflect to the spirit and 
meaning of the law, and to frame and 
draw new provisions and suggestions for 
tlie improvement of the law, and to 
frame a comprehensive index of the en- 
tire work." 

To show how imi)ortant it is that the 
matter of framing the revised laws should 
not be left altogether in the hands of 
any one man he wished to draw atten- 
tion to a rather startling incident which 
had occurred in court this morning, 
when the commissioner, who is the 
Chief .lustice, refused to recogiii/e the 
jurisdiction of tiie Supreme court of this 
province in divorce and matrimonial 
causes, which has been exercised with- 
out dispute for a p^eat many years. He 
noticed that this subject is referred to 
in the commissioner's report, where on 
page 6 he says : 

"The commlHsioiier desires to draw 
particular attention to the ' Divorce and 
matrimonial causes act ' and its ameml- 
iiig act (numbered i'es])ecti vely , page 
1) l.") and 1) i!l in the accompanying I'c- 
vision), and to the coLrnate statute in- 
tituled ' An act to eiialile persons to es- 
tablish legitimacy, ami the validity 
of marriages, and the right to be 
deemed natural born subjects,' and 
which liave been here co[)ied without 
change from the Imperial statutes. A 
serious question, referred to in the com- 
missioner's note to the first-named stat- 
ute, regarding the applicability of these 
statutes to the province, it is submitted 
demands prompt judicial ruling. 
Pending determination of the question 
of the applicability of these acts, no at- 
tempt at revision has been here made. 
The commissioner recommends the sub- 
mission of the question of applicability 
to the court, under the ' Supreme court 
reference act.' " 

In conclusion, Mr. lleliiu;ken said he 
did not propose, if he coiiM help it, to 
have the juiblic told in ell'ect that all 
those people who have taken advantage 
of the procedure of the British Columbia 
courts in divorce and matrimonial causes 
have not lieen judicially divorced, and 
he lioped the house would not give its 
sanction to anything which appeared to 
cast a doubt upon the legality of this 
long accepted procedure. He endorsed 
ttu leciuest of the Attorney-General for 
suggestions from the meiiibeis as lo 
aniendmenta which they desire to have 
male to any of the existing statutes, bo 



that the . xevision when completed may 
be jts satisfactory as possible. ' 
The matter dropped for the present. 

Mu. Kellie presented a petition from 
the Nelson electric light company. 

Mit. Kmiicr leiiuested the committee 
on railways to meet immediately upon 
till! adjournment ot the houfe.

SCHOOL ACT AMENDMENTS. 

No Radical Changes Proposed but Several 
Defects in tlie Law Remedied, 

The bill to amend the school act, in- 
troduced yesterday by the Minister of 
Julucation, proposes only a few changes, 
of a minor nature. The present act per- 
mits the establishment of school dis- 
tricts wherever there are fifteen children 
of school age; this minimum number is 
to be raised to twenty. The government 
may now grant aid to schools in places 
not in any organized district hut where 
there are from seven to fourteeen chil- 
dren of school age ; these figures are to 
be made ten and nineteen. .'Schools 
may be closed, under the anionding bill, 
where the average attendance hiils bi;- 
lijw twelve, in place of ten as at ])resent. 

Provision is made that in case a 
vacancy in a board of trustees remains 
unfilled for f(jrty days the Council of 
Public rnstructioii shall have authority 
to appoint a jjerson as trustee who shall 
have the same duties and rights as if 
elected in the ordinary course; and in 
case any trustee neglects or refuses to 
(lerform Ids official duties the Council 
may declare his oflSce vacant and call a 
special meeting of the voters for the 
election of a successor. 

Another section enacts that " in case 
the voters of a rural school district ne- 
glect or refuse to select a site which 
meets with the a])i>roval of the Council 
of I'ublic Instruction, the Superintend- 
ent of Kducation or any person ajipoint- 
ed by him shall visit tiie school district 
and, after careful ins])i'i'tion , shall select 
a site, and such selection, aubi"''t. to the 
approval of the Council of Public In- 
struction, shall finally decide the mat- 
ter." 

In case a school is summarily closcii 
for any cause, it is provided that the 
teacher shall noi be liiijd salary for a 
longer period than one month from the 
date of such closing.

PKOynjqiAIi DEVELOPMENT. 

To "THE; Bditpb': — am not, as you 
know, in the secrets of the government, 
and have no object in writing to you e.^c- 
cept to promote the general interests of 
the province. I have been a careful 
observer of those events which bear 
diieetly upon the developmentof British 
Columbia, and am able to consider tliem 
with the light which a somewhat careful 
study of the resources of the jjrovince 
ivnil its relations to the remainder of 
Canada and the I'^mpire at large {,'ives 
nie. Eegarding the situation from this 
standpoint, it has seemed to mo for some 
time past that the province has reached 
a turning point in its history and that 
much depends upon the action of the 
present session of parliament as to the 
direction in which its course shall lie. 
Kecent events can be turned to great ad- 
vantage if the i)eople of the province, as 
represented by the legislature, show that 
they themselves possess that degree of 
confldoDce in the future of British Col- 
umbia which they desire British and 
Canadian capitalists to exhibit. 
If the province' shows the cour- 
age of its opportunity it may 
look forward with certainty to an era of 
prosperity and develo])inent which will 
be revolutionary in its effects. With 
communities as with individuals there is 
a tide which if taken at the flood leads 
on to fortune. The tide is setting to- 
wards this iirovince. Shall we " take 
the current as it serves or lose our ven- 
tures." I believe the ])eople must make 
just such a choice, for it is hardly possi- 
ble for some of them, at least, to keep 
on hoping against hoj)e and struggling 
against adverse conditions. 

British Columbia is an eiiijjire in it- 
self. Its resources are incalculable. Its 
position in relation to the British Em- 
pire as a whole is commanding. It is 
the threshold over which the Occident 
can best reach the Orient. With its vast 
natural wealth, the raw material of an 
enormous commerce, with the prestige 
which British connection gives, with its 
great gold mines, which yet will e(iual 
if they do not surpass any in the world 
in relative, if not actual productiveness, 
with its coast waters teeming 
with the finest of fish, and 
with agricultural capabilities that 
are known to l)e enormous, all that 
Pritish Columbia needs is people and 
capital to give it an impetus which will 
put it in the front rank of British jios- 
sessions. The great aim of the present 
session of the legislature ought to be to 
devise some plan whereby these two 
elements of prosperity can be attracted 
within our borders. 

The province needs more people. How 
shall it obtain them? Manifestly by 
demonstrating that there is room and 
work for a largo number of settlers. 
Koom for settlers does not mean simply 
space. It does not sini])ly mean tillable 
area. It means accessible tillable area. 
The province must Ou opened by rail- 
ways and highways. The construction 
of these railways and highways will 
afford employment to settlers and so the 
two great objects will be reached by one 
stroke of policy. If provincial aid is 
needed, as it unquestionably is, to en- 
sure railway construction, tlie railways 
will bring peo])le in who will 
more than pay the extra charges 
upon the revenue necessita- 
ted thereby. Judicious railway 
subsidies are in the nature of ,an invest- 
ment, whicli pay all they cost. Those uf 
us who recall the objections to the con- 
struction of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way will know that it was foretold that 
it would liarikrupt the Dominion. Tho.se 
of us who lived in the J'^astern jirovmces 
know the outcry that was made over the 
terms upon which this province was ail- 
mitted to the confederation. But I lio 
not believe that there is a man in the 
whole of Canada who will not say that 
the policy which led to the construction 
of that great road was a wise one, and 
that, notwithstanding its enormous cost, 
the road has been a paying investment 
to the Dominion in a \\ ide sense. I grant 
that the e.^travagant expectations of the 
original advocates of that undertaking 
have not been realized, but the gain to 
the whole Dominion has been enormous 
and the advantage to certain special 
localities has been immeasurable. A 
railway svstem that will open to colon- 
ization those ■ parts of this province 
now isolated by reason of the 
lack of facilities of communica- 
tion would be a highly jnofitable 
investment for the jirovince, as such, 
and for the property owners and busi- 
ness men now residing within it. 
The increase of population that 
would lie certain to i(jllow would give all 
the revenue needed to meet such charges 
as would have to be incurred. 

The next census will be taken in 1901, 
that is to say, in five years from now. 
I jion the result of that census the per 
cajjita revenue of the province jiaid out 
of the Dominion exchecjuer for the ten 
years thence next ensuing will depend. 
It is therefore important, if anything is 
to be done in tlie way of uttracting im- 
migration to the province in time to 
make a strung showiiit; in the next cen- 
sus, that no time should be lost. The 
])resent session of the Icgishitiire ought 
not to be allowed lo close without the 
adoptioi' of some definite p(jlicy of rail 
way extension, with which there ought 
to be coupled the most aggressive colon- 
ization policy that the province has ever 
witnessed. 

The news which has gone alvroad dur- 
ing the last twelvemonth as to the rich- 
ness of the gold deposits will prove a 
powerful stiinuluH to immigration, lint 
it will be chielly of miners and laborers 
These |ieo))le will come here, go out in 
to the milling regions and give very lit- 
tle attention to the develo|)nient of the 
other resources of the jirovincc. They 
will have to be fed, and, unless wo get 
more fanners, a very large part of what 
they eat will have to be imported. Now, 
it is well known that gold is not mined 
without large outlay. It is not true, as 
some say, that it costs a dollar on an 
average to get a dollar's worth of gold, 
but the cost is a large prooortion ol the 
value. The province ou^ht.to be,a,ble to 
produce nearly everything the miners 
need. It does not do so now. If there is 
what we all look for, a large influx of 
minens next year, it is unfortunately only 
too true that a very largo proportion of 
the iiioney they bring into the country 
will have to he sent out again imme- 
diately for food and other ne- 
cessities that could be readily 
produced here if the resources 
of the province were properly 
developed. It will be a great thing, nil 
doubt, to have a mining boom, but it 
will he a far greater thing to have with 
a mining boom an era ot railway con- 
struction whereby settlers would be 
brought into the province to take up its 
fertile soil and raise those articles which 
will otherwise have to be imported.' 



Moreover, nothing like,tlie fulWevelop- 
ment of the mineral fesoiircea of'British 
Columbia is possihle without a great ex- 
tension of yjur railwav system . 

The best authorities think that Brit- 
ish Columbia has us much golden wealth 
awaiting exploitation as South Africa 
or West Australia. No one can pretend 
to place any limit upon the richness of 
the vast auriferous area lying between 
the great mountain ranges. We know 
that it begins at the international 
boundary and extends almost without a 
break to_ the valley of the Yukon. All 
over this vast area, which is equal in 
extent to the British Isles, gold 
is distributed. It is known that 
some vei'3' rich dej^osits exist, 
and it is certain that the nniiiber 
where prolitablt> operations may be car- 
ried on almost indefinitely m very great. 
We have lately had great reason to ex- 
pect that much will come from the de- 
velopment of gold mines on 'Vancouver 
island. Lookmg the whole field over, I 
greatly question whether anywhere in 
Uie world there are to be found as many 
promising indications for gold mining as 
ih this province. At present it seems 
by no means imiirobuble that it may be- 
come an industry prosecuted at different 
points not far removed from each other, 
over an area of more than two hundred 
thousand sipiare miles — a region of great 
miiu>s, owned and operateil by large 
combinations of cajiital, interspersed by 
smaller mines, placer and quartz, owned 
and operated b\' individuals. 

In view of the several considerations 
briefly touched on above, it seems to 
mo that the government of the province 
has a singularly attractive opjiortunity 
|ireseiited to it. This is a Brit- 
ish province. No questions of 
Boer administration all'ect it. 
It is, unlike Western Australia, 
a land of fertile soil and sweet and 
abundant water. It can offer to the 
people of the world all the blessings of 
rich soil, healthy climate, tvast mineral 
and forest wealth, matchless advantages 
in point of geo;;raphical location in view 
of the coming development of the Ori- 
ent; and last, but not least, the iiriceless 
boon of British government, undci- 
which life and property are more secure 
than anywhere else in the world. 

To set the jirovince on its onward 
march requires an efl'ort. It involves 
some little risk, for there is always a 
chance that results may not be reached 
as quickly as they are expected ; but I 
can conceive of nothing that, humanly 
speaking, is more certain than that a 
liold, aggressive policy of i>rovincial de- 
velopment begun now will bring forth 
such fruits that when the next uecan- 
nial census is taken we will amaze the 
world with the exhibition of our pro- 
gress and jirove the wisdom of any 
reasonable policy that may now be 
adoi>ted. O.vi.ooKKH.

"We tmruod into tlio first po.sada wo 
came to— a poor, menu sort of nu inu 
and general shop, to be snre, but we 
were iii no condition to cavil abont tri- 
fles, Ijoiiif; fiiRgcd out with our journey 
and tlio adventures of the day and only 
too Ijappy to find a house of eutortain- 
ment still open. So, after a dish of sau- 
Bngos, with very good wine, wo to our 
beds and an end to tlie torment of fear I 
had I'luhircd from tlie moment I chang- 
ed my I'^rencli Jiabit for ,Siiiuai.slx ra^s. 

TIjo next morning, when we liad eaten 
a meal of goats' milk and. bread and 
paid onr TCclioniDg, which amounted to 
a few rials and no more, Don Sanchez 
and I, talciiif? what ronuiincd of Moll's 
two jiia'cs, went forth into (ho town, 
and there bonf,'lit two jilain suits of 
clothes for ourselves in tho iiiodo of tlie 
coautry, and, according to his desire, 
another of tho same cut for Dawson, to- 
gether with a little jacket and skirt I'c.v 
Mull. And these exiicndi ! uivs left us 
but just en()u;<h to buy a good L;iiita: 
luul a ta!iib()urini>. Iiiilced 'in sliowh! 
not have got them at all but tliat Don 
Sanchez higgled an<l bargained like any 
Jew, which ho could do with a very 
good face now tlie.t ho was dressed so 
beggarly. Tlion back toour posada, where 
in onr roo7n .lack and 1 were niiglity 
men'y iu putting on our new clotlie.s, but 
going below we flud Moll still dressed 
in her finery and Kulking before her 
skirt and jacket, whicli she would not 
put on by anj' persuasion until her fa- 
ther fell into a passion of anger. And 
the sight of hlni fuming iu a short jacket 
barely covering his loins, and a pair of 
breeches so tight that the scams would 
seai'co hold togethi-r, so tickled her sense 
of humor that slie fell into a long fit of 
laughter, and tins ending her sulks she 
WOJit up stairs with a good grace and rc- 
tnmod in her hutcd skirt, carrying her 
fine dress in a bnndle. But I never yet 
knew tho tinio when this shy baggage 
would not please herself for all her seem- 
ing yielding to (jthers. and we were yet 
to havo luoro pain from her than she 
from us in respect of that skirt. For ere 
we had got way through the tovra she, 
dawdling behind to look first into this 
shop and then into that, gave us tho 
slip, so that we were tho best part of au 
hour hunting tho streets up and down iu 
tho utmost anxiety. Then as wo were 
swearing willi our exercise and trouble, 
lol she st(>ps out of a shop as calm as 
yon jilease in u skirt and jacket of her 
own fancy, and ten times more hand- 
some than our ])ui'chaso, a red shawl 
tietl al)out hor waist, and a little round 
hat v.ith a bright red bob in it set ou 
on«< side of her head, and all as smart as 
a carrot. 

"Ila, " says she, "where have yon 
been hiding all this timo?" 

Au<l we, betwixt joy at finding her 
and anger at her impudence, conld say 
not hi)!,:.;, and yet wo were fain to admire 
licr au(la('it\' too. But how, not know- 
ing one v,-(ird of the language, sho had 
made her wants known was a mystciy, 
and how she had obtained this finery 
was another, seeing that wo had spent 
all there was of her two pieces. Cer- 
tainly sho had not changed her French 
gown and things for them, for these, in 
a curious ljundl(>, had her father been 
carrying up and down. 

"If yon han't stole 'em, "says Daw- 
son, finding his tongue at last, "whore 
did yon find tho nujney to pay for those 
trappings, minx?" 

"In niy pocket, sir," says she, with a 
courtesy, "where you might have found 
yours liad yon not emptied it so readily 
for tlu! ro!)bcrs yesterday, and I fancj', " 
adds she sliyly, "I may still tind some

This hint di.sposcd us to make light

But I think this 
state was morci to her re;il taste than 
the other, as putting no restraint upon 
her inipuL^es and giving free play to 
her healthy, exuberant; mirth. 

Her very step was a kind of dance, 
and she must needs fall a-caroling of 
songs like a lark when it fliea Tlieu she 
would huvc us rs^hearso our '^Id songs to 
our new music. So, slinging my guitar 
in front of mo, I put it in tune, imd .lack 
ties his bundle to his back that he may 
try his hand at the tambourine. And so 
wo march along singing and playing as 
if to a feast, and stopping only to laugh 
prodigiously when ono or other foil out 
of tune — tho most mad, 'light hearted 
fools in tho world — but I speak nut of 
Don Sanchez, who, I'lnd what ho might, 
never relaxed bis higli bearing or unbent 
his serious counlenaneo. 

Ono tiling I remembor of him ou this 
journey Having gone about flvo miles, 
we sat lis down on a bridge to rest 
awhile, and there the don left ns to go 
a little way up the course of the stream 
that flowed beneath, and ho camo back 
with a po.'-y of sweet joiupiils set off 
with a delicate kind of forn very pretty, 
and this he presents to Moll with a gra- 
cious little speech, which act, it seemed 
to me, was to lot her know that ho ro- 
Bliected lier still as a young gcntlowoni- 
au in spite of her short skirt, and Moll 
was not dull to the oomplimegt eithw, 



for, after tho first cry of delight in 
seeing these natTiralj_|,dn4n,ty ; flowers, 
slie loving sucli Fliiiig.s' beyond all 

else in tho world, she betl-.onght liC" 
to make him a cuiutesy and ri'ply 
to his speech with another as g( ocl 
and well turned, as she set them in her 
waist scarf. ■ Also I remember (ju this 
road wo saw oranges and lemons grow- 
ing for tlio first time, but fu -l a mile 
after Moll hati first caught their won- 
drous perfume iu tho air. And these 
trees, which are about tho size of a crab 
tree, grew in close groves ou either side 
of the road, with uo manner of fence to 
protect them, so that any one is lief to 
pluck what ho may without lot, so plen- 
tiful are tliej-, and curious to see how 
fruit iind blossoms grow together ou tho 
same bush, the lemons, as I kneW) giv- 
ing four crops in the year, and more de- 
licious, full and juicj' than any to bo 
bought in lOngland at six to tho groat. 

Wo got a diuuor of bread and ('heeso 
(very high) at i\ roadsido house and gliid 
to havo that, only uo moat of any kiud, 
but excellent good wiiio, with dried figs 
and walnuts, which is tho natural food 
of this country, whoro ono may go a 
week without toucliiug . flesh and j'et 
I'eel as strong and hearty at tho end, luid 
liero, very merry. Jack in his pertina- 
cious, stubborn spirit declariag he would 
ftrink his wine in the custom of the 
eouiifry or nono at all, and so squirting 
it all over his faei^, down liis new clothes 
and everywhere but into his mouth be- 
fore he could come to do it like Don 
Sanchez, but, getting into tho trick of 
it, ho so mighty prond of his achieve- 
ment that ho must drink iiot after pot 
until he got as drunk as any lord. So 
after that, finding a retired place — it be- 
ing midday and prodigious hot, though 
only now in mid April — wo lay down 
niuler tho orango trees aud slept a long 
hour, to our groat rofresliiiicut. Daw- 
son, ou waking, remeiiibered nothing of 
liis being drniik, and being not a pennj- 
tho worse for it. And soon auother long 
stretch through sweot country, with 
hero and thero a glimpso of the Medi- 
terranean in the distance of ii surprising 
blueiiess, before wo reached another 
town, and that ou tho top of u high hilL 
But it seems that nil tlio towns in these 
parts (save tlioso aimed with fortresses) 
lu'o thus built for security against the 
pirates, who ravage tho seaboard of this 
continent incc-^^saiitly from end to end, 
and for this re;i>on the roads leading up 
to tlie town arc made veiy narrow, tor 
tuons aud difiicult, with watch towers 
in places, and many points where a few 
armed men lying in ambush conld over 
whchu an ciieinj' ton times as strong 
Tho towns theiiisolves are fortified with 
gates, the streets e.Ktremoiy uiu:row aud 
crooked, and the honses massed all to 
gother, with secret passages ono to an 
other, and !i network of littlo alloys lead- 
ing whither only tho inhabit:mts know, ! 
so that if an enemy got into thorn 'tis j 
ten to ouo ho would never got out alive. I 

Hero .Tack and his daughter gavo a 
show of dancing, first in thoir French 
suits, which were vastly admired, and 
after in their Spuiiisli clothes, but they | 
then were askrd to dance a fandango. I 
which they couhl not. However, we j 
fared very well, getting tho value of 10 
shillings iu little moneys, aud tho inn- 
keeper would take nothing for our en- 
tertainment, because of the custom we 
had brought his 1kius(\ which we con- 
sidered very bajidsoiiio ou hi.s part. 

We set out again tho next morning, 
but having shown how we passed the 
first day I need not dwell upon those 
whii'li followed before w(^ reached Barce- 
lona, thero being uolliing of any gieat 
importance to tell. Oiih- j\Ioll was now 
all agog to learn the .Siianish dances and 
I cannot easily forget how, after much 
coaxing and wheedling on her part, sho 
at length persuaded Don Saiicbe/. to 
show her a fandango, for surely nothing 
iu the world was ever more comic than 
this stately don, without any music, aud 



month to Valencia, growing more indo- 
lent with onr easier circumstances, and 
jometimes trudging uo more than five 
sr six miles in a day, aud we were, 1 
think, the happiest,; idlest Set of vaga- 
bonds in existence. But Indeed in this 
country thero is not that spur to exer- 
tion which is forever goading us in this. 
The sun fills one's heart with content, 
aud for one's other wants a few half- 
pence a day willsnfiBce, and if you have 

them not 'tis no such great master, for 
these people are o.xceeding kind and hos- 
pitable They will give you a measure 
of wine if you are thirsty as we would 
give a mng of water, and the poorest 
man will not sit down to table without 
malring you au offer to share what he 
has. Wherever we went wo were well 
received, and in tliose poor villages 
where they had no money to give they 
would pay us for our show in kind, ono 
giving us bod, another board and filling 
our wallets ore we left 'em with tho 
best they conld afford. 

'Twos our habit to walk a few miles 
before dinner, to sleep in tho shade dur- 
ing tho heat of tho day and to reach a 
town, if possible, by the fall of the sun. 
Thero would wo .spend half tho night in 
jollity aud lie abed lato in tho morning. 
Tho inns aud big houses in these parts 
are built in tho form of squares, inclos- 
ing an open square with a sort of arcado 
all round, and mostly with an awning 
running over tlie sumiior side, and iu 
this space wo used to give our perform- 
ahce, by the light of oil lamps hung 
here and there conveniently, with tho 
addition maybe of moonlight reflected 
from Ciio of the white walls. Hero any 
ono was free to enter, we mtUcing no 
charge, but taking only what they would 
freely give 

Aud his treatment engenders a feel- 
ing of kindness on both sides (very dif- 
ferent from our sentiment at home, wliero 
wo players as often as not dread tho audi- 
ence as a kind of enemy, ready to tear

A Prcvlons Bad Record Necessitated 
the Severity of Fanisbment 
Imposed- 



Robert Irvine, of Yiuw street, who a 
few nij_'lits before CliristmiiH in a tit of 
jealous rage stabljed hia wife with a liU'gc 
carving knife, will have ample time to 
repent of his crime. The knife, it will 
be remembered, was turned aside, on one 
of the ribs, and by this Irvine was saved 
from being a murderer. After the cut- 
ting he left the city in a hurry and for 
several days kept under cover in Saan- 
ich. Then, thinking that all dandier had 
passed, he returned to town on the 2Stli 
ultimo and was promptly taken in charge 
by special con.stable Fred. Ileal, wIkjiu 
he liad asked for" a lift in." Magistrate 
Macrae at once conunitte<l liini for trial, 
and on Jhimlay last he appeared before 
Chief .Justice Davie in tlie Speedy Trials 
court and enleied a ]ilea(jf guilty. 

Yesterday morning, Ix'fore pronounc- 
ing sentence, the Cliicf .luslice lieard 
the evidence of Chief of Police Sliep- 
pard, to the effect that the prisoner had 
been twice previously convicted, on both 
occasions for assaults upon his wife. 
Once, more than ten years ago, he hail 
wounded her with a knife and was at 
the assizes sentenced to three years in 
the penitentiary; on the second occa- 
sion, for beating his wife, he had served 
six months upon .nummary conviction. 
Chief Shopp;u-d .stated that the prisoner 
was a hardworking and industrious man 
wlien sober, but uncontrollable wlien 
intoxicated. His record had been ex- 
jcellent wben be was in the peniten- 
tiary. 

In pronouncing sentence the Chief 
Justice expressed nuich pain in dealing 
with the case, particularly as the pri- 
soner's wife — the one who had so often 
and BO grievously suffered at his hands 
— had been with him that morning, 
pleading for merey for her husband. 

But what was he to do? His Lordship 
inquii-cd. It was worne than lettini.' a 
wild animal loose, to i-esture the jirisoii- 
er to liberty, for knowing tlie nature of 
a vicious animal he might he avoiiled or 
destroyed, while no one could tell when 
the prisoner's fury would exhibit itselt. 

He had read the deiiositions in the 
case carefully, and itajipeaied that hiul 
it not been for the prisoner's knife 
glancing upon a rib the wound would 
have been fatal and the prisoner would 
have answered with hia life. If at the 
expiration of ten years from the dee<i 
which had sunt him i)revioU8ly to the 
penitentiary, the prisoner was now- 
found committing a worse one, barely 
escaping murder, what could bo e.vpect- 
ed to hajjpen in the future? 

Prison seemed to be the only secure 
place for Irvine, where liijuor cannot be 
had. Thereat all eveiits he coidd be 
safe from harming anyone, and behave 
himself. A sliort sentence would not 
meet the case. It wa.s better for his 
wife and all concerned that he should be 
out of harm's way, and it was therefore 
ordered that he be imprisoned in the 
penitentiary at New "Westminster for a 
term of ten years.

New t-isht Thrown on the Mcnzeriineyer 
Case— Complications Involved by the 
Extradition Law. 

Ever since the arrest of Albert Men- 
zenmeycr for the shooting of John 1!. 
Perkins at Lorin, Cal., on Christmas 
eve, the Victoria police have been con- 
siderably mystified by the ajjparent lack 
ol interest taken in the matter of secur- 
ing possession of tlie i)ri8oner by the 
Alameda county authorities. It now 
seems plain, thanks to a Hood of light 
t hrov.n on the matter by last Sunday's 
Chronicle, that]there is method in the 
delay that has so exasperated the Yic- 
toria otlicers. 

Perkins is sinking fast, and the only 
hope of saving lu8 life is, in the 
opinion of tiie doctors, an operation, 
to locate the bullet. This is_ regarded as 
a forlorn hope, hut as there is at jjresent 
frecjuent gushing of blood from the 
mouth and nostrils the patient's doom 
is sealed otherwise. 

The -Mameda county gi-and jury 
have found an intlictnient against 
Menzennieyer for assauk with intent 
to murder ami have lixed the biiil at 
■1^15,000. Menzennieyer will be extra- 
dited at tlio earliest o|)portunity, Inil 
here the complication arises. If the 
formalities are disposed of as the case 
now stands, no more serious charge than 
assault with intent to nuird'jr can 
be preferred, even should Perkins die — 
as it is all but certain he will. No second- 
ary or more serious charge could be 
laid, for tliis is especially guard- 
ed against by the extradition 
law. Should Perkins die the hotn- 
after extradition is secured upon the 
present status of the case, his slayer 
could only be tried on the indictment 
already luund.

.She denies, however, as do all of 
Perkins' relatives, that tliei-e has been 
any cinnjuomise discussed in Oakland.

THE Lf, S. AND CUBA. 

Resolution of the Senate Committee Asks 
That Bellicerent Rights Be Accorded— 
Independcnc<; Asked For. 

WAsiriKGTos-, Jan. ii). — The senate 
committee on foreign relations has 
agreed to report the following resolution 
on the Cuban <iuestion. The resolution 
does not go quite so far as to recommend 
recognition, but is more emphatic than 
an extension of sympathy : 

" Resolved by the - senate and the 
house of representatives that ths pie- 
sent deplorable war in the Island of 
Cuba lias reached a inaL'nitude thatcon- 
cerns all civilized nations to the extent 
that it should be conducted, if uuliaj)- 
jiilv longer to (■ontinue, on those princi- 
jiles and laws of warfare which arc ac- 
knowlegeil to be obligatory upon civi- 
lized nations when engaged in open 
hostilities, including tlie treatment of 
captives who are enlisteil in eitlierarmv, 
due respect to cartels for the exchange 
of prisoners and for other military pur- 
poses, truces and Hags of truce, and the 
provision of proper liosjiitals and hospi- 
tal supples and services to sick and 
wounded of either army; be it further 
resolved that these views and opinion of 
congress be sent to the President and, if 
he concurs therein, thai he will in a 
friendly Hi)irit, use the good offices of 
til is government to the end that Spain 
shall hi! reijuested to accord to the 
armies with which it is engaged in war 
the rights of belligerents, the same as 
ar(! recognized under tlie la w of nations." 

The minority leport goes further and 
directs the President to take stejis to- 
ward securing froira Spain the complete 
independence of Cuba. Both resolutions 
went to the senate calendar.

Tho Italian cruiser Christofero Col- 
ombo now lying at anchor in Esquimalt 
harbor was yesterday the scene of un- 
usual festivities, occasioned by the fact 
that it was the birthday of her distin- 
guished lieutenant, Prince Luigi. Just 
twenty-three years ago this young noble- 
man, who is a nephew of King Humbert 
of Itjily under whose flag he serves, was 
born in the royal palace at Madrid, his 
father, Prince Amedeo then being the 
ruling monarch of Spain. Great honor 
and attention were his birthright, for 
there was then no thought of the King, 
his father, abdicating his throne, and 
that throne w-as therefore looked ujion 
as the inlieritance of the infanta, the 
young Duke of Abruzzi, who is now Vic- 
toria's guest, he being In' right of birth 
according to Spanish law" entitled to suc- 
cession to the throne. Soon, however, 
came clianges, and w-ith the kaleidoscopic 
shifting of allairs his twenty-third birth- 
day finds Prince Luigi a most popular 
and capable officer on board an Italian 
cruiser. 

Yesterday a dinner was given on the 
ship in honor of the Prince-Lieutenant, 
and hearty congratulations were shower- 
ed ujion him. It is doubtful indeed if 

there is a more esteemed officer in the 
Italian navy, according to the report of 
his associates on the Colombo, his alla- 
bility, his fi-eedom from ostentation and 
his kindliness of disjjosition having en- 
deared him to all on board. While 
afloat, much of Prince Luigi's time is 
occupied in study, his intention being 
to thoroughly master the mysteries of 
navigation, for he aims at being a prac- 
tical officer and a capable seaman. 

Though her coming was long delayed, 
the arrival of the Colombo was none the 
less w elcome when she did make her ap- 
pearance in Esquimalt yesterday and let 
go her anchors to the accompaniment of 
the regulation salute from the British 
shijis ut headquarters. She proves to 
be a trim and well-equipped cruiser of 
the fifth class of the Italian subsidiary 
navy. Her experiences at Vancouver 
had all been of a most ideasurable char- 
acter, and Captain Bertolini aiul his 
officers are unanimous in tlieir ex|ires- 
aions of regret that they cannot make a 
long enough stay here to become 
thoroughly acquainted v.-itli Victorians. 

According to lu-esent arrangements 
the ship will remain at Esquimalt until 
Saturday afternoon, proceeding then 
to San Franciseo, San Diego and other 
California ports — afterwards Central 
America will be visited and a fortnight's 
stay at Valjjaraiso will enable the resi- 
dents of that city to see more of the 
Italian officers than Victorians possibly 
can. Buenos Ay res is also on the list 
of calling places and then Montevideo, 
where the Colombo is to await further 
orders. 

Captain Bertolini, \y1io commands the 
visiting warship, ij an officer with a 
distinguished service recoi-d, having 
been entrusted with many important 
diplomatic as well as naval conimis- 
si(uis. During the (Jliino-Japanese war 
he served in the disturbed waters of tho 
Orient as commander of the Umbria, 
one of the largest anil best vessels in the 
Italian navy. On the termination of 
hostilities he was detached from the 
Umbria at Shanghai and by order of the 
Minister of the Navy took command of 
the Colombo. Of tne other officers of 
the ship Captain Presbitero is next in 
authority, ranking as captain corvelta. 
and Chevalier Cogni is first navigating 
officer and first aide lie camp to the 
Prince. The Colombo also carries six 
lieutenantH, six sub-lieutenants ami a 
crew of '2'2b men. 



MORE TRANSVAAL TROUBLES. 

The Government at Pretoria Apprehensive of 
Further Disturbances and Interference 
With Mining. 

Pretoria, Jan. 29. — A proclamation 
has been gazetted to the effect that the 
government believes that the threatened 
closing of the mines is due to an inten 
tion to recommence the disturbances, 
and warning all that the government in 
tends to vigorously jjr otect the peaceful 
development of mining and to inflict the 
severest penalty of the law upon all who 
attempt to interrupt it.
